If you want oscillation out of an LC circuit at 5O0KC, I'd suggest you 
go for a better balance between L and C. Using the old Q meter 
formula, L=25330/(F**2 C), where L is microhenries, F is megacycles, C 
is p£., you should aim for the L and C numbers to be about equal. 


50KC is "audio frequency" to the engineer (RF starts at 100 KC). I'd 
look at some alternatives, if you want it tunable. One is the RC 
circuit used by HP in the 200 series of audio oscillators. It is 
described in Terman, "Radio Engineer's Handbook." 


If you need an LC oscillator using a choke-type single winding, you can 
use a Colpitts circuit. 


So far as "do it yourself" coil winding, you are talking about a bank 
wound bobbin at this frequency. A dead Tek scope high voltage power 
supply transformer will provide a suitable core and prototype---these 
run at 50 Ke already. 


While this is too low a frequency to use a universal-wound coil, I'll 
comment on the subject of winding them, because Millen paid me to learn 
how to set these up, and a few other people continued to pay me. It's 
a nasty job, if you've never done it before, and can be slow even if 
you have. You'll need a Stevens coil winder, a bunch of gears and cams 
for it, and a bunch of magnet wire. The Stevens coil winder looks 
something like a small lathe, such as a Unimat. However, in place of a 
lead screw, it has a shuttle to "vibrate" the wire back and forth while 
winding, and the gearbox has gears and a cardioid cam to control this. 
If you pies are relatively square cross section (which also gives the 
best Q), it's not too terribly difficult to get the pies to stand up 
without spilling wire. If the pies are tall and flat, you can do a lot 
of work to get the beginning to lay smoothly and the end stable enough 
that you don't spill wire. Places like Millen and National that would 


wind you anything you wanted on contract only had two or three people 
who were skilled at doing the setups. The engineering is in Terman and 
Langford Smith; turning that into a manufacturing process is not so 
simple, and is most of the work. 


One thing that might work at a frequency that low is an old AA5 radio 
IF transformer. You'll have to hook the two coils in series, and 
probably will need to melt wax and slide them closer together, but a 
1:1 transformer will give you 3-4X the inductance using both coils, 
positioned much closer than critical coupling, which most of them were 
built for. However, unless you've got one with tapped coils, you've 
got the wrong ratio at an accessible point to divide the coils. The 
texts talk in terms of starting with 3:1 between the grid and the 
tickler sections.

Find some old timer who was into building RTTY terminal units or a former 
telephone lineman. Telephone loading coils of 88 mH inductance were 
plentiful. There was also a 44 mH model. The 88 mH version had two 
windings on a toroidal core about 1.5 inches diameter. It was common 
practice to remove turns to resonate these at the proper frequency with a 
fixed capacitor. For a Harpitts (or is it Coltley?) oscillator, you could 
remove turns from one or the other winding until the inductance and ratio 
was correct for your oscillator--50 mH. This might involve some 
"jJiggery-pokery", but it can be done. If you are absolutely unable to 
locate any of these devices, send me an e-mail and I'll make sure you get 
one.

Since I didn't see it reflected on the list, I'll forward the following info as 
received from Don Ehrlich: 


As most if not all plate transformers are constructed with interleaved cores 
without any air gap, they will not perform well if at all utilizing one of the 
windings as a choke. The air gap is required to prevent saturation when DC 
current flows throught the windings. 


Presumably the above does not apply with low level AF applications where I have 
utilized plate to voice coil type transformers as AF chokes. 


PS: I'm still looking for info on a Thordarson T-45361 plate transformer, if 
anybody has the info available.

While browsing in an antique shop with my wife the other day, I happened 
across a book titled "The Brighton Boys in The Radio Service." All about 
three young students of above average intelligence, ability, courage and 
patriotic commitment that joined Uncle Sam's Army during WWI. I can tell 
you, boys back then where twice the man I've ever met. I'm sure it caused 
the heart of many red blooded "All American Boys" to beat faster back in 
1918 when it was published. 


It was written by "Lieutenant James R. Driscoll" and was published by the 
John C. Winston Co. of Philidelphia. 


Of special interest was a paragraph that said, "Radio-telegraphy might be 
briefly traced in the names of Faraday, Maxwell, Hertz - the discoverer of 
the Hertzian rays - Righi, Lodge and Marconi. All of them contributed 
something to the evolvement of the present highly efficient and dependable 
wireless. Marconi should, and does, receive great credit; but the others, 
the pioneers, the real discoverers, should not be forgotten or overlooked." 
Interesting that the real father of radio was already in debate back in 1918. 


Another interesting passage described what we called a ComVan when I was an 
Army radio teletype operator. In the book it is described as, "...one of 

the big, high-powered trucks which not only carry a complete wireless 
equipment (sic) but also provide enough sleeping quarters for half a dozen men. 


As a matter of fact, these trucks are so designed that, if necessary, they 
can carry a crew of ten men, while by means of a special clutch and gear the 
engine is made to drive an alternator (it really said alternator) for 
generating the necessary electrical energy which, under the most adverse 
atmospheric conditions, will give a sending and receiving range of at least 
one hundred miles. In ideal weather the radius increases to as much as two 
hundred and fifty miles. 


A powerful mechanism which in its operation resembles the opening of a giant 
pair of shears, raises the mast and umbrella-shaped antenna, and the average 
time in getting the apparatus ready for service is only about eight minutes. 


The entire tractor, including crew, weighs close to five tons." 


The book also mentions a "radio pack set." There isn't much technical 
discussion of the particulars of the equipment. I just thought it was 
interesting how far the military had progressed with communications way back 
then. I think we all recognize the modern BA variants of the devices mentioned. 


Anyway, its a "swell" book. I bought it to read and have now done so. I 
don't collect old books so anyone who is interested in it for $20 shipped, 
let me know. I'm not a judge of book quality but I would say it is in 


average condition for its age. It's all there and all together except for 
one illustration which has escaped the binding.

you can get a whole set of tubes and probably the crystal cover from 
Fair Radio in Lima Ohio 419-227-6573. In addition, there is a place 
in Canada called Toronto Surplus & Scientific 905-887-0007 that has 
pallets & pallets of R-390's. In addition, he has every conceivable 
part for the radio as spares. They are very easy to deal with. 


Now, I have a r-391 in excellent shape and the way I refinished the 
knobs was to take them all off, and using Scotchbrite, clean the 
surface and ready them for paint. I then painted all the knobs with a 
high quality black epoxy paint. Once they were dry, using hobby white 
enamel and a toothpick, I then filled in the depressions for the white 
lines with paint. Do not worry about slopping the paint up the sides 
of the knobs, when you have filled the trough with paint, simply take 
a dry rag and wipe the knob, the paint will stay in the trough while 
you remove the excess from the upper surface of the knob. 


Now, I would be interesting in obtaining a copy of your notes from 
your "A" school training ( at least that is what us Navy pukes called 
our schools) and would be glad to pay the copying costs, or I would do 
it since I work for the big xX.

This was used as a high-powered oscillator/transmitter in early pulse 
radars on ~200MHz. They were operated in a ring configuration, 
anywhere from about 4 to 12 in a ring depending on the power needed. 
Their physical layout derived from the ring configuration they were 
used in and the high voltages at which they were operated. When 
microwave radar made them obsolete lots of them turned up surplus and 
QST even had an article or two on putting them to use.

Chip Owens asks <<Does anyone have info on the VT-191/316A vacuum tube?>> 


It IS a triode. It operates at 2 volts at 3.6 amps. The pin outs which 
you can probably see is 1-4 filament, 2 plate and 3 grid. It does resemble an 
acorn but was known as a "doorknob" UHF oscillator and amplifier. It will 
dissipate up to 30 watts up to 750 Mhz. 

The grid, plate and filaments pins are made of pure tungsten and are 
strong enough to support the tube. Connections were made with copper sleeves and 
held with set screws. It was used in a BC-645, Air force IFF equipment 
(transponder) and in that case generated a 20 watt pulse in the 450 to 500 Mhz 
range. Used by the Navy in some radars especially those built by Western 
Electric, wouldn't you know. General Radio used it also in their frequency 
meters. Ef=2 volts, If=3.65 Amps, Eb=400 V, Ib=80 ma, u = 6.5, Gm=2400 umhos, 
Rp=2700 ohms and Po=8.5 watts @ 300 Mhz. Book says made in 1950 and similar to 
the Army VT-191, Tung-Sol-GE 316A, STC 4316A, GE ZP-470, and British VT-683. 
Whew! More than you ever wanted to know about the tube I'll bet.
